CURRENTLY  Bishop  of  the 
BYU  11th  Ward  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  Dr.  Sessions  received  his 
B.A.  from  BYU,  his  M.S.  from 
New  York  University  and  the 
D-B.A.  from  Harvard  University. 
He  was  recipient  of  two  doctoral 
fellowships  from  the  Ford  Foun- 
dation during  his  graduate  study 
at  the  Harvard  Business  School. 

The  M.B.A.  program  is  in  its 
third  year  at  BYU.  It  had  13 
students  its  first  year  and  is 
projected  to  115  by  1965,  accord- 
lig  to  Dr.  Sessions.

The  courses  are  being  regrouped  from  other  areas  into 
the  new  department  to  strengthen  the  entire  field  of  mass 
communications,  President  Wilkinson  said.

Arts  and  Communications,  with  Conan  Mathews  as  dean. 

Dr.  Smith,  who  has  been  a BYU  faculty  member  since 
1938,  received  his  bachelor’s  degree  at  BYU  in  1938  and  his 
Ph.D.  degree  at  the  University  of  Iowa  in  1951.  He  is  chair- 
man of  the  Student  Publications  Board  of  BYU. 

PROMINENT  in  the  LDS  Church,  he  filled  a mission  to 
the  Eastern  States  from  1934-36,  served  on  the  East  Provo 
Stake  High  Council  and  is  a member  of  the  Sunday  School 
General  Board.

Need  Auto  Permits 

A correction  is  made  concern- 
state  student  automobiles. 

ANY  OUT-OF-STATE  student 
driving  a motor  vehicle  in  Utah 
with  out-of-state  license  plates 
must  obtain  a non-resident  per- 
mit at  the  time  he  registers  his 
car  at  the  Fieldhouse.  This  will 
permit  the  student  to  drive  on 
out-of-state  plates  until  Jan.  1, 
1964,  at  which  time  he  must  ob- 
tain Utah  license  plates  and  the 
necessary  property  tax  clearance 
from  the  Utah  County  Assessor. 

This  applies  to  all  full-time 
students  at  the  University.  No 
part-time  student  will  be  eligible 
for  these  permits. 


Completion  Set 
For  Fall  1964 
Football  Play

The  steering  committee  for 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
stadium  drive  announced  Fri- 
day that  the  month  of  October 
will  be  designated  as  “Stadium 
Month”  in  central  Utah. 

ED  BUTTERWORTH,  public- 
ity chairman  of  the  steering 
committee,  announced  that  the 
committee  will  kick-off  the  drive 
at  a 7:30  breakfast  in  the  Joseph 
Smith  Banquet  Hall,  September 
30.  The  banquet  will  be  attend- 
ed by  about  250  workers.  These 
are  civic  minded  people  repre- 
senting  leaders  of  business,  in- 
dustry, labor,  the  professions  and 
education,  who  will  donate  their 
time  resources  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  Cougar 
Stadium.  The  drive  wiU  also  be 
conducted  in  Salt  Lake  City  and 
to  BYU  alumni  everywhere. 

Assisting  in  the  drive  will 
be  the  BYU  student  Publica- 
tions and  communications  facul- 
ty. Banners  will  be  placed  a- 
cross  University  Avenue.  Bill- 
boards will  be  built  and  movie 
announcements  made,  in  addition 
to  radio,  television,  and  news- 
paper advertisements. 

WITH  THE  first  phases  of 
construction  already  underway, 
it  is  hoped  that  the  all-steel, 
water-proof  stadium  will  be  com- 
pleted in  time  for  use  in  the  fall 
of  1964,  the  start  of  next  year’s 
football  season. 

The  stadium  site  is  located  in 
an  area  between  1600  and  1875 
North,  just  east  of  Provo’s  Can- 
yon Road.  In  relation  to  other 
buildings  on  campus,  the  new 
stadium  will  be  located  north  of 
the  Helaman  Halls  tennis  courts 
and  just  across  the  Canyon 
j Road  from  the  old  Page  School. 

! (See  picture  page  7).  The  site 
includes  the  land  for  the  stadium 
itself,  and  enough  adjacent  park- 
ing areas  to  accommodate  8,000 
to  10,000  cars. 

THE  FIELD  itself  will  run 
north  and  south,  and  stands  will 
be  constructed  on  the  east  and 
west  sides  of  the  playing  field. 
The  west  side  stands,  which  will 
rise  six  stories  high,  will  be  the 
larger  of  the  two  seating  sec- 
tions initially.  A total  of  15,396 
seats  will  be  located  on  sixty-nine' 
rows  extending  between  the  two 
goal  posts.  11,416  seats  will  be 
located  on  the  other  side  of  the 
field,  giving  a total  of  26,812 
seats.  The  center  sections  will 
have  chair-back  seats. 

WHILE  THE  STADIUM  will 
hold  nearly  30,000  fans -(counting 
temporary  bleachers  on  the  north 
and  south  ends  of  the  field),  it 
has  been  designed  to  allow  for 
further  expansion  as  future 
needs  demand.  Ultimate  capacity. 
Dr.  Wilkinson  stated,  will  be  be- 
tween 40-50, (X)0  seats. 

The  multi-purpose  structure 
will  serve  many  campus  and 
civic  needs  other  than  athletics, 
it  was  pointed  out.  Besides  serv- 
ing as  a football  stadium  and 
track  and  field  arena,  it  can  be 
used  for  intramural  sports  and 
numerous  civic  and  cpmmunity 
affairs  calling  for  a large  out- 
door area. 

THE  STADIUM  ^vill  be  equip- 
ped  with  lights  for  night  activi- 
ties, a complete  public  address 
system,  several  restrooms,  admis- 
sion gates,  fences,  scoreboards, 
pressbox,  ticket  booths,  conces- 
sion stands,  dressing  rooms,  and 
training  and  equipment  rooms. 
Plans  also  call  for  complete  faci-

it  ho  modified  to  fit  the  needs  of  managing  the  Center?  j 

Officials  at  BYU  have  chosen  to  strengthen  student  government  ^ 
by  placing  the  electt^d  officials  in  charge  of  the  Y Center  activities. 
This  is  directly  opposed  to  the  current  emphasis  throughout  the 
universitie.s  of  the  country. 

The  plan  used  by  most  schools  is  to  appoint  a union  board 
which  i.s  separate  from  student  government  and  in  many  cases  saps 
its  vitality  and  power. 

Decision  Has  Merit 

The  BYU  decision  has  a great  deal  of  merit.  First,  it  demon- 
strates the  faith  the  administration  places  in  the  elected  officers  and 
in  the  studentbody  in  choosing  them.  Second,  it  will  allow  a program 
to  operate  at  the  Y Center  «^hich  will  not  only  be  concerned  with 
the  d^ces,  meetings  and  movies  conducted  in  the  Center  but  also 
with  activities  outside  it  such  as  Homecoming,  Y Day  or  intramuraLs. 

Student  government  as  it  pi'esently  exists  does  desei’ve  an  honest 
look  We  do  not  have  .space  here  to  assess  the  value  of  the  entire  pro- 
gram as  it  exists.  We  will  do  this  in  the  future,  but  we  will  mention 
some  now. 

The  program  of  the  Leadership  Committee  is  an  example  of  one 
Of  the  dynamic  moves  of  student  government.  By  training  small 
groups  of  students  to  be  sensitive  to  others’  needs  and  their  ovm, 
they  are  able  to  produce  effective  leaders.  The  leadership  program 
extends  far  beyond  tiie  Fall  Leadership  Conference  to  aid  such 
groups  as  the  AFROTC,  AWS  and  many  other  clubs  and  organiza- 
tions. 

The  work  of  the  Academic  Emphasis  Committee  in  .sponsoring 
such  event.s  as  the  Riddle-Bennion  and  the  Nibley-McMurrin  debates 
last  year  is  another  positive  move  toward  an  intellectual  approach 
to  student  government. 

Senate  Not  Effective 

But  a body  like  the  Senate  is  one  of  the  less  effective  aspects 
o'f  out*  student  government  and  needs  to  either  be  revitalized  or 
abolished. 

The  senate  on  many  campuses  works  as  part  of  the  check  and 
balance  system  of  student  government.  Our  Senate  possesses  and 
should  exercise  investigative,  legislative,  budgetary,  judicial,  execu- 
tive and  appointive  powers.  It  seems  to  do  little  more  than  hold 
weekly  meetings  and  vote  on  the  studentbody  budget.  Senators 
(luestioned  by  Universe  reporters  admitted  that  they  did  not  feel 
they  I'epresent  the  people  in  their  classes.

An  alert.  Kansas  State  . grid 
team  capitalized  on  two  BYU 
fumbles  and  sucessfully  bottled, 
up  the  Cougars  ground  attack  to 
shellack  the  Provoahs  24*7  in 
their  season’s  opener  Saturday. 

THE  COUGARS  didn’t  get  on 
the -scoreboard  until  tailback  Ron 
Stewait  hit  Bruce  Smith  on  an 
11-yard  touchdown  pass  with  only 
four  -seconds  remaining  on  the 
clock.  Ageless  Frank  Baker  add- 
ed the  PAT  ajid  that  ended  the 
scoring. 

The  Wildcats  opened  the  scor- 
ing in  the  closing  moments  of  the 
first  quarter  when  quarterback 
Larry  Corrigan  lofted  a six-yard 
pass  to  Doug  Dusenburyy  in  the 
end  zone.  Jerry  Cook  made  it  7-0 
with  the  point  after,  then  added  a 


22-yard  field  goal  later  in  the 
quarter  to  give  Kansas  State  a 
10-0  lead  at  the  half-way  mark. 

IN  THE  SECOND  half  the  Cou- 

that  was  all  the  Wildcats  needed. 
Phil  Brady  opened  the  second 

turn  to  the  ..Wildcat  24-yard  line. 
After  the  Cougars  had  moved  the 
nigskin  to  the  three-yard  line 
they  fumbled  and  Kansas  State 
recovered.

Volunteers  Clear  Site 


The  first  step  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  football  stadium 
at  Brigham  Young  University 
was  begun  last  week  when  two 
Fh^vo  excavating  firms  (Cox 
Brothers  Excavating  ‘Co.  and 
Tltorn  Construction  Co.)  started 
clearing  the  site  for  the  new 
$1,5CK),000  structure. 

THE  SITE  is  presently  cover- 
ed with  hundreds  of  trees.  Those 
trees  from  the  orchard  nearby 
are  being  cut  off  an  dhauled  to 
the  City  Dump.  The  remainder 
of  the  trees  will  be  burned  on 
the  sight. 

This  is  the  first  of  several  vol- 
unteer services  being  donated  by 
business  firms  and  groups  with- 
in the  community. 

TURF  FOR  THE  proposed 
stadium  has  already  been  plant- 


ed and  it  will  be  ready  for  use 
when  the  construction  is  com- 
pleted next  year. 


Accordng  to  Sam  Brewster,  di- 
rector of  the  University’s  Physi- 
cal Plant,  the  turf  was  planted 
some  time  ago,  and  is  growing 
on  a field  southwest  of  the 
stadium  site.  “Our  idea  was  to 
give  the  grass  two  full  summers 
of  growth  before  transplanting  it 
next  fall,”  Mr.  Brewster  ex- 
plained. 


AT  THE  TIME  the  turf  will 
be  cut,  rolled  into  strips,  then 
transported  to  the  field  for  im- 
mediate transplanting.  The  .turf, 
which  was  planted  in  a special- 
light  soil,  contains  no  rocks,  and 
is  excellent  for  resilience  and 
give,  Mr.  Brewster  noted. 


third  Kansas  State  touchdown, 
making  the  score  24-0.

Construction  of  a new  stadium 
at  BYU  will  substantially  in- 
crease the  average  seating  ca- 
pacity of  football  stadiums  with- 
in the  Western  Athletic  Confer- 
ence. 

The  Cougars’  new  field,  which 
vi^ill  seat  25,000  to  begin  with,  and 
may  be  expanded  to  twice  that 
capacity,  will  give  the  WAC 
schools  an  average  of  27,250  seats 
per  stadium. 


This  figure  does  not  include 
the  planned  10,000-seat  expansion 
at  the  University  of  Arizona  in 
Tucson.  This  addition  will  up 
the  Wildcat  capacity  to  35,000. 

Other  member  schools  and 
their  home  seating  capacities 
are:  Arizona  State  (Tempe)  33,- 
500;  New  Mexico  (Albuquerque) 
30,000;  Utah  (Salt  Lake  City)
